^^TTH THEIR proposals and counter-propoaais 
^ for the safeguarding of the Bk-Beaver i jk— 

S roperty against possible highway incunion. Reeve 
lurphy and Alderman Edgelow have been trippiiv 
the light fantastic on each other's municipal corna. 

The reeve would have Victoria, the owner of 
the watershed, dedicate the land as pubUc park. 'Ihe 
alderman would have Saanich buy the property from 
the dty and do ao itaelf. Both muri know from past 
experience how futile their suggestions are. 

Victoria haa two practical raaaons for not 
dedicating the tract aa park in perpetuity. One is 
that by doing ao it wouU eliminate an asset, pro¬ 
hibiting Itaelf from ever seiUng any part of Um land, 
no matter how little needed. The other Is that the 
property as waterabed is exempt from StMlch 
taxation, but under present legislation a hostile 
Saanich council of some future year could tax a 
city-owned park, unlikely as this might appear. 

Saanich on the other hand has a fair enou^ 
raaaon for not wanting to buy the waberahed, or ao 
it must seem to the ratepayers. This ia that other 
major park purchaaea He ahead of the municipality 
if it ia to have adequate recreational ficiiiihM to 
match iu growth, and that a large expenditure on a 
property already serving as a park would be a waste 
of money that could be better uawl for the enlarge¬ 
ment program. 

Thus neither propoui nor counter-propoaai can 
be conceded a chanoa of aucoeas. But the controveny, 
while not improving inteimunidpal lelaliona, nuy 
paradoxically aerve a good purpoae. It ihould 
lliustrate to the proviitclaT gover nm e n t that Victoria 
and Saanich are at least united in their concern for 
the preservation of the recnmUonal property, and 
would fight tide by tide against any highway reloca- 
Uon encroaching on tt.
